Word was received yesterday that 


governor Pardee had signed the bill 
introduced by McKenney 
amending 


the county government act so as to 
place constables 
and 
justices 
in 


Amador county on a salary basis for 
services in criminal cases. 
It now 


remains to be seen whether 
presen t 


officials willattempt 
to collect sal- 
ary under the provisions of this law. 
These officials are under bonds, 
and 


they are responsible on their official 
bonds for any money 'illegally re- 
ceived either as salary or fees. 
If 


salary is allowed according to the 
bill,and the matter is carried to the 
courts; with the result that such al- 
lowance 
is 
declared 
unconstitu- 
tional, itbecomes a serious question 
whether the sureties 
would not be 
required to refund. 
Trying to get 


around the reserved 
rights of the 


people as expressed 
in the funda- 


mental law, is a matter to be con- 
sidered by bondsmen, as well as by 
the ofiicials -themselves.

The finalhours of the session 
in 


the assembly, were made interesting 
by a severe battle over the Western 
Pacific 
Railroad 
bills. 
No 
one 
knows whoor what that road is, but 
of course the cry that it would give 
an independent line from San Fran- 
cisco east, rallied to its support a 
majority of the legislature, and if it 
had not been too late to pass 
the 
bills without a suspension 
of the 
constitution which took a two-third 
vote, they would have gone through. 
Itis a good thing that they did not 
however, as it willgive the com- 
pany 
two years 
to show that it 


means business, 
and that it really 
intends to build a road, then if,a 
terminal is necessary 
it can 
be 
granted the road. 


The water and forestry billis one 


The legislature 
being less 
oc- 


cupied withfrivolity,has been able 
to attend more carefully tobusiness, 
and as a result ithas passed 
nearly 


five hundred 
bills, nearly 
20 per 


cent more.than its predecessor. 
If 
ithad not been for the railroad dis- 
cussion the last week, and especially 
the last two days, many more bills 
would have 
gone 
to the governor, 


but as itis he willhave plenty todo, 
so he need uot at least 
complain. 


The Curtin irrigationlaw, the board 
of correction 
aud 
charities, 
and 


other measures 
that are now before 
him, are to be argued pro and con 
by their friends 
and enemies, 
and 


that 
will take 
up 
several 
days. 


Among the new laws of general in- 
terest is one allowing the sheriffs 
compensation tor arresting criminals 
in their own counties. That measure 
is one 
they argued very strongly, 


and Assemblyman Grove L.Johnson 
estimates that it will cost counties 
at least 
from $50 to 1500 more a 
month. 
The legislature 
abolished 


the bank 
commission, 
though an- 


other took its place, the barber com- 
mission, 
the 
horticultural 
com- 
mission, only one commissioner being 
provided for in future, one code 
commissioner instead 
of three, and 


other 
reforms 
that will save 
the 
state much money. 
The high school 
tax is placed at one and ahalf cents 
on 
the one hundred 
dollars. 
To 


benefit 
by that 
regulation 
there 


must be more than 20 pupils, the 
school must be 
open at least 
120 
days ineach year, and must employ 
at 
least two accredited 
teachers. 
IfAmador is tobenefit by the regu- 
lation she must be stirring herself. 
Superintendent 
Kirk promised 
As- 
semblyman McKenney that he would 
arrange to have the Academy 
at 


lone come inunder the provisions of 
the law ifthe trustees of that insti- 
tution took action to convert it into 
a highschool at once. 


The 
governor 
has 
before 
him, 


among the bills on his table, 
a bill 
to appropriate money for the library 
at the Preston School 
of Industry. 


Another billbefore him provides for 
the purchase of furniture and sup- 
plies. 
Ofcourse itis impossible to 
say whether 
he will sign them or 


not, as he willnot take up the ap- 
propriation bills untilnext week. If 
he is satisfied with the condition of 
the school he willprobably sign the 
bills,but Pardee is going to be very 
particular about the management 
of 
public institutions, and he is going 
tocontinue the investigation of them 
allas begun by the legislature. 
In 
making his appointments 
so far he 
has shown that the men he will se- 
lect to manage 
the institutions 
of 


the state are not the men whom his 
predecessor 
wouldhave chosen, 
and 


there are rumors of.changes 
at the 
Home of the Feeble Minded, and the 
state prisons, 
and possibly at the 


reform schools too.

Campo Seco.— Probably the most 
important event in mining circles the 
past 
week 
was the purchase 
of 240 
acres of mineral bind by,the Campo 
Seco Gold Mining jCompany. 
. The 
lands are situated on the Campo 'Seco 
flats, onboth sides of the Sierra rail- 
road, 
being 
the east 
series Jof ;.the 
mother lode. 
The formation generally 
is slate, 
with diorlte dikes coursing 
along with the slate—besides, 
there are 
a mass of quartz 
stringers 
and reins 
running with the formation, and many 
counter veins cut thg slates at Various 
angles. 
Allof these lands are. aurifer- 
ous. Inthe early days of mining the 
surface was worked over by open cuts 
and pits, allmore or less shallow, from 
which a large amount of gold was ex- 
tracted and washed by "Long Toms,^ 1 
sluices 
and rockers. 
The gold 
was 
generally rough, and what isknown as 
quartz gold—derived from the surface 
veinlets,that permeated the slates. 
No 
deep explorations 
were made as the 
miners In those days believed it was 
only a surface deposit. 
The 
present 
company after considerable 
prospect- 
ing, determined on a spot to,sink on, 
the belt of slate being 100 feet wide, 
with twodikes—one on the east, 
the 
other on the west of their shaft.

The story aa 


told from the 
witness stand by the 


witnesses for the prosecution, 
namely, 


R. G. Phillips, Hamra, J. E.Kellyand 
others, 
went to show, that 
about 3 


o'clock on the morning ofNovember 1, 
Miller and Red Phillipsimet in the 
saloon of W. A. Amick. 
Phillips on 


seeing Miller said to the barkeeper, 
"Here's the man who wants to bet 
$100 on Pardee." 
Miller denied that 


he had ever offered to bet. 
Thereupon 


the veracity of each 
was disputed 
by 


the other in language 
more emphatic 


than polite, and. a bitter feelingcreated. 
The saloonkeeper parted them, 
saying 


he would have no fightinginhis place. 
Milleroffered to conclude 
a treaty of 


peace if the 'other 
would take back 


his words. This Phillips refused todo. 
Miller 
then 
stepped 
.outside, 
and 


Phillips soon followed. Miller as soon 
as he got within range struck him in 
the face. 
R. L. Phillips, a cousin -of 


the party attacked, 
was seated on the 


bootblack stand outside, 
and 
jumped 


Miller, knocking him down, and con- 
tinned to belabor him while down. 
He 


asked Millerifhe would "be good," to 
which he made no reply. 
At length 


Phillips discovered that Miller bad a 
gun, and called for assistance. 
Asaloon 


man named- Haram came along and 
caught hold ofMiller's hands as he lay 
prostrate on the sidewalk, 
feeling for 


the pistol. 
As his hand 
approached 


Miller'swrist, he felt a twitching of 
the muscles of thehand and the weapon 
went off. 
At the discharge 
of the 


pistol, those present scattered in all 
directions. 
No one 
claims ito have 


seen the pistol in defendant's 
hand. 


Millerhimself was the only one hurt 
in the shooting. 
The ball made a 


glancing wound inhis right thigh, and 
entered the calf of the left leg. 
His 
ankle was severely 
sprained 
also. He 


was removed to the hospital for treat- 
ment, and remained 
there for weeks. 
He Is a cripple yet on account 
of the 
mix-up. He was treated by Dr.' Frary 
soon after the shooting, 
and by Dr. 
Gallat the hospital. 


For the defense, 
the witnesses 
were 
Messrs. Munsoa, W. Amiek, A. Huff, 
Dr.Frary and the defendant. 
Itwas shown that Phillips made the 
firstmove to strike Millerinthe saloon. 
Millersaw the two Phillips in conver- 
sation, and he concluded that an at- 
tack upon him was planned. 
That 
when outside the elder Phillips 
as- 
sumed 
a menacing 
attitude,; and he 
struck 
in self defense. 
When 
the 
younger 
Phillips took a band, 
and 


knocked himflat, he was dazed 
for a 


moment. 
On coming too he was lying 


on his side, and found his pistol slip- 
ping out of his coat pocket. 
He made 
a movement toputitback, when Hauiui 
jumped In, and the weapon 
was dis- 
charged. 
He carried the weapon 
be- 


cause his house had been 
entered 
the 
day before, and he had considerable 
money about his person 
on tho night 


of the affray. 
Witness Huff said that 
Hamm admitted to him afterward that 
ho might have causod the pistol to be 
'discharged 
himself. 
C. H. Crocker 
represented the defendant, and District 
Attorney Vjcinlconducted the prosecu- 
tion. The jury comprised 
the follow- 
ingcitizens:
